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RESPONSE TO AMENDMENT 

1 . This Action is in response to the Amendment for Application Number 10/685,834 
received on 10/22/2008. 

2. Claims 1 -1 8 are presented for examination. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1 -1 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. The newly added limitations to the independent claims include associating an 
email application and an instant messaging application with a common account. 
However, other limitations in the claims suggest that each application has its own 
username and password. It appears that the claim now contradicts itself. If the 
applications are associated with a common account, it is unclear to Examiner as to why 
two separate username/password pairs are needed. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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5. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Srinivasan (U.S. 2002/0163539) in view of Hickey et al. (U.S. 2002/0087646) and 
further in view of Srivastava et al. (US 6,374,292), Malcom (US 7,333,956), and Wick et 
al. (US 20050030937). 

6. Regarding claim 1 , Srinivasan disclosed an email system that includes sharing 
software that presents a user with the ability to share messages or folders of a mailbox, 
or the entire mailbox with other users (Srinivasan, 1f21 ), in which the user specifies the 
user[s] he wishes to share the selected messages and folders with (Srinivasan, 1J22) 
wherein each user has access to their own folders as well as the shared folders 
(Srinivasan, Fig. 6, Srinivasan disclosed John Doe's mailbox, in which John Doe is 
sharing a folder named "Ski Trip" and a predefined user Jane Doe that sees her own 
folders as well as the shared "Ski Trip" folder from John Doe's account). 

Therefore, Srinivasan disclosed an email system comprising: 

a processor (Srinivasan, 1f2, Srinivasan disclosed the computer mail-box defined 

as storage space in a computer , which clearly contains a processor in order to run the 

email program); and 

a memory configured to store logic (Srinivasan, 1J2, Srinivasan disclosed the 

computer mail-box defined as storage space , i.e. memory) to provide: 

(A) multiple email folders (Srinivasan, Fig. 6, John Doe's mailbox and Jane Doe's 

mailbox), the multiple email folders comprising: 
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(A1) a group email folder having group email messages, the group email folder 
being accessible by each member of a predefined group (Srinivasan, Fig. 6, Srinivasan 
disclosed the Ski Trip folder being shared amongst a predefined group of John Doe's 
friends; 1J22, Srinivasan disclosed that a user specifies which users have access); 

(A2) a first individual-user email folder having first-user email messages, the 
first individual-user email folder being accessible only by a first user, the first user being 
a member of the predefined group (Srinivasan, Fig. 6, Jane Doe's mailbox shows Jane 
Doe has a personal folder, Jane Doe is a member of John Does specified group of 
users); and 

(A3) a second individual-user email folder having second-user email messages, 
the second individual-user email folder being accessible only by a second user, the 
second user being a member of the predefined group (Srinivasan, Tf22, Srinivasan 
disclosed that a user may specify multiple users that he wishes to share folders with; 
therefore, in regards to Fig. 6 multiple Jane Doe's may exist, having the same 
capabilities, and able to vie the Ski Trip folder); and 

(B) an email application being executable by the first user, the email application further 
being executable by the second user (Srinivasan , Fig. 6, Srinivasan disclosed each 
user running an email application), the email application comprising: 

(B1 ) first display logic configured to display only first-user email messages and 
group email messages in response to the email application being executed by the first 
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user (Srinivasan , Fig. 6, Srinivasan disclosed that when Jane Doe access her email, 
she is the only one able to view her personal folders, inbox, etc, and also is able to view 
the group folder, Ski Trip); and 

(B2) second display logic configured to display only second-user email messages 
and group email messages in response to the email application being executed by the 
second user (Srinivasan, lf22, Srinivasan disclosed that a user may specify multiple 
users that he wishes to share folders with; therefore, in regards to Fig. 6 multiple Jane 
Doe's may exist, having the same capabilities). 

Srinivasan also disclosed wherein the owner can specify permissions he may 
grant to other parties, with one of the permissions providing "complete control over the 
message/folder." Srinivasan further disclosed enabling conducting of audit trails to track 
information regarding the time and duration of user access (Srinivasan, ]|23). One of 
ordinary skill in the art would conclude from these disclosed portions that since the 
owner can give "complete control" over the messages and the folder, that any users 
with such "complete control" would be able to conduct the audit trails of any other users 
of the group. 

While Srinivasan disclosed users of the group being able to conduct audit trails 
(i.e. determine which users accessed which email messages), Srinivasan did not 
explicitly state that each email message itself includes an access indicator that indicates 
which member has accessed the message, and wherein each of the group email 
messages includes a separate reply indicator for each member of the group, each reply 
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indicator indicating whether the corresponding member of the group has replied to the 
corresponding group email message, 

In an analogous art, Hickey disclosed a system and method for providing a group 
electronic mailbox that enables multiple users to work collaboratively with one or more 
communications received in the mail box (see Abstract), in which each electronic 
communication includes a status indicator that conveys the status regarding the 
associated one or more electronic mails to the members of the group, in which the 
status information includes read information, and also in which such status changes in 
response to acts of each member of the group. The system of Hickey provides status 
information including read information, acted upon information, and replied information 
(Hickey, page 4, [0043]). Hickey further disclosed status indicators "showing the current 
status (e.g., New, Read, Answered, Moved, etc.) of an email message in the group 
mailbox". Hickey further disclosed that such status indicators allow the members of the 
group to obtain the status to messages within the group email folder regarding the other 
members of the group (Hickey, [0079]). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to combine the teachings of Srinivasan and Hickey since both 
teachings are within the same "group email" environment. As such, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
incorporate the status identifiers of Hickey into the group email system of Srinivasan in 
order to allow members of the group to know whether or not such emails have been 
reviewed, acted upon, or replied to thereby allowing the members to selectively operate 
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on such electronic communications (Hickey, p1, [001 1]) as well as notifying members or 
users of the group of any changes in status information of the received electronic 
communications, so that when a member of the group takes action on an received 
email, other members of the group can see what has been done (Hickey, p2, [0016]). 
While the combination of Srinivasan and Hickey clearly disclosed providing status 
indicators that provide information about how the email message have been acted upon 
by the members of the group (Hickey, [0043], [0079]), the combination of Srinivasan 
and Hickey did not explicitly state providing delete, save, and forward indicators. 

However, Hickey clearly provides suggestion to use more than just the disclosed 
status indicators (i.e. see Hickey, [0079], with reference to listing the status indicators as 
well as "etc."). This would have led one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the 
teachings of Hickey to include other status identifiers. Also since the disclosed status 
identifiers all include basic email management operations, this would have led one of 
ordinary skill in the art to include other basic email management operations. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to incorporate any type of status indicator with reference to 
basic email functionality such as deleting, saving, and forwarding the email messages 
into the combined system of Srinivasan and Hickey since Hickey provides suggestion 
within its teachings to do so, as well as to obtain the predictable result of providing more 
detailed information about how the other group members manage the group emails, 
thereby enabling members to keep track of other members' participation within the 
group. 
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However, the combination of Srinivasan and Hickey did not explicitly state 
wherein each of the group email messages is stored at a common location, thereby 
providing access, to each member of the predefined group, to each of group email 
messages, and 

wherein, in response to receiving an incoming email message, a determination is 
made regarding an intended email folder for the incoming email message, wherein in 
response to a determination that the intended email folder is the first individual-user 
email folder, the incoming email message is routed to the first individual-user email 
folder, wherein in response to a determination that the intended email folder is the 
second individual-user email folder, the incoming email message is routed to the 
second individual-user email folder, and wherein in response to a determination that the 
intended email folder is the group email folder, the incoming email message is routed to 
the group email folder and a pointer is routed to the first individual-user email folder and 
the second individual-user email folder, the pointer pointing to the routed email 
message in the group email folder. The combination of Srinivasan and Hickey also did 
not explicitly state storing the group email folder at the client device such that users of 
the group are provided access to the group email messages via the client device; 
and wherein an email message that is addressed to a plurality of individuals is copies 
for delivery to each corresponding individual-user email folder and separately handled 
by each of the corresponding individual-user email folders and wherein a message 
directed to the group is not copied for each member of the group and is handled only by 
the group email folder 
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In an analogous art, Srivastava disclosed a shared email server that includes 
private folders for personal use as well as group folders shared among members of a 
group (Srivastava, col. 4, lines 51-65), wherein each of the group email messages is 
stored at a common location, thereby providing access, to each member of the 
predefined group, to each of group email messages (Srivastava, col. 4, lines 64-65, 
"messages addressed to the shared folder 408 go into a private folder associated with 
each user", i.e. the shared folder; col. 4, line 65 through col. 5, line 8 further explains 
that only one copy is stored in the group email folder), and 

wherein, in response to receiving an incoming email message, a determination is made 
regarding an intended email folder for the incoming email message (Srivastava, col. 4, 
lines 51-65, this is the entire point of having the multiple folders such as a user's inbox, 
and a shared group folder. Corresponding emails go into their proper folders, as further 
explained below), wherein in response to a determination that the intended email folder 
is the first individual-user email folder, the incoming email message is routed to the first 
individual-user email folder (Srivastava, col. 4, lines 54-65, Messages addressed to the 
user go into the users personal folders, whereas messages addressed to the shared 
folder go into the shared folder), wherein in response to a determination that the 
intended email folder is the second individual-user email folder, the incoming email 
message is routed to the second individual-user email folder (Srivastava, col. 4, lines 
54-65, Messages addressed to the user go into the users personal folders, whereas 
messages addressed to the shared folder go into the shared folder), and wherein in 
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response to a determination that the intended email folder is the group email folder, the 
incoming email message is routed to the group email folder (Srivastava, col. 4, lines 63- 
64, Srivastava disclosed "messages addressed to the shared folder go into a private 
folder associated with each user") and a pointer is routed to the first individual-user 
email folder and the second individual-user email folder, the pointer pointing to the 
routed email message in the group email folder (Srivastava, col. 5, lines 1-5, Srivastava 
disclosed a "reference" to the group email message, the reference sent to "each user's 
inbox"). Srivastava further disclosed the use of POP3 which provides easy access to 
messaging because the messages and folders are saved locally to the client's machine 
(Srivastava, col. 4, lines 45-50) and wherein an email message that is addressed to a 
plurality of individuals is copied for delivery to each corresponding individual-user email 
folder and separately handled by each of the corresponding individual-user email 
folders and wherein a message directed to the group is not copied for each member of 
the group and is handled only by the group email folder (Srivastava, col. 4, lines 54-65, 
Messages addressed to the user go into the users personal folders, whereas messages 
addressed to the shared folder go into the shared folder). 

One of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to combine the 
teachings of Srivastava with the combined teachings of Srinivasan and Hickey since all 
three references provide teachings for users of a group to share a group folder for email 
and as such, all three references are within the same environment and the combining of 
their features would not require any extra implementation. 
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Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to incorporate the "references" of Srivastava (as well as 
the other relied upon portions of Srivastava) into the combined teachings of the 
combination of Srinivasan and Hickey in order indicate to each member of the group, 
through the use of the references, that a group message is stored in the group email 
folder, (in order to save disk space rather than having multiple copies of the same email 
message throughout the system), as well as to provide message status per message to 
the users to thereby indicate which messages are new, read, already been replied to, 
and the like (Srivastava, col. 5, lines 4-5), in order to provide users with a system that 
functions just like a standard email system, providing a more practical-type system with 
ease of use. 

The combination of Srinivasan, Hickey, and Srivastava did not explicitly state 
wherein the system is configured to store a profile for the first user, wherein the profile 
includes an email username and password and an instant messaging username and a 
password of the first user. 

In a related art, Malcom disclosed that there are systems that provide a 
"remember password" option in which a password and corresponding username are 
saved into a protected local file on the user's machine and is only opened when the 
user is authenticated on the machine (Malcom, col. 13, lines 10-20). 

While Malcom did not explicitly state using this feature towards email or instant 
messaging, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to incorporate this "remember password" option across any type of 
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internet account that requires a username and password to be authenticated, such as in 
the combined teachings of Srinivasan, Hickey, and Srivastava, in order to obtain the 
predictable result of not requiring the user to enter his/her authentication information 
each time it is required (Malcom, col. 13, lines 16-20), thereby providing ease of use for 
regularly used client applications, making such applications more desirable to use by its 
customers. 

Srinivasan, Hickey, Srivastava, and Malcom did not explicitly state linking the 
email application with an instant messaging application where they are associated with 
a common account, wherein the system is configured to provide an interface that 
includes a single option to determine presence data for both the email application and 
the instant messaging application. 

In an analogous art, Wick disclosed the integration of instant messaging with 
email services, in which Wick disclosed the fact that AOL provided a system in which 
instant messaging and email are combined into a common account and allows for users 
to determine presence data for both email and IM (Wick, [0008]-[0009]; see also 
[0014]). Therefore, Wick provides evidence that the combining of instant messaging 
and email services in a way to determine presence data for both is well known in the art. 

One of ordinary skill in the art would have been motivated to combine the 
teachings of Wick with the combined teachings of Srinivasan, Hickey, Srivastava, and 
Malcom since they are all within the same email environment, and doing so would not 
require extensive implementation. 
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Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to incorporate the email/instant messaging integration of 
Wick with the teachings of Srinivasan, Hickey, Srivastava, and Malcom in order to 
provide a system for automatic integration of traditional email with instant messaging 
service, allowing users to be able to determine which of their email contacts are 
available for communicating immediately, thereby providing a more efficient 
communication system and increasing desirability of using the system by its customers. 

7. Claims 2 and 4 include a system with limitations that are substantially similar to 
the limitations of claim 1 . The rejection above shows that Srinivasan, Hickey, and 
Srivastava disclosed such a system as claimed. Claim 3 includes a communication 
system comprising means for limitations that are substantially similar to the limitations of 
claim 1. The rejection above shows that Srinivasan, Hickey, Srivastava, and Malcom 
disclosed such a system as claimed. Claim 11 includes a method with limitations that 
are substantially similar to the limitations of claim 1 . Therefore, claims 2-4 and 1 1 are 
rejected under the same rationale. 

8. Regarding claim 5, Srinivasan, Hickey, Srivastava, Malcom, and Wick disclosed 
the limitations, substantially as claimed, as described in claim 4, including: 

wherein the group email folder has a group email message, the group email 
message being directed to the members of the predefined group (Srinivasan, fl21, 
Srinivasan disclosed the ability to share the whole mailbox with specified users. 
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Therefore any email message that is addressed to the email address of the mailbox is 
directed to the specified users); and 

wherein the first individual-user email folder has a first-user email message, the 
first-user email message being directed to the first user (Srinivasan, Fig. 6, Srinivasan 
disclosed Jane Doe receiving her own personal email in her "inbox" or her "My Personal 
Folder" folders, any email sent to Jane Doe's inbox is directed to Jane Doe). See 
motivation above. 

9. Regarding claim 6, Srinivasan, Hickey, Srivastava, Malcom, and Wick disclosed 
the limitations, substantially as claimed, as described in claim 5, including wherein the 
email application further provides displaying the group email message and the first-user 
email message (Srinivasan, Fig. 6, Srinivasan disclosed an email application; it is 
inherent that a user can display the email messages within the folders showed in the 
interface of Fig. 6 since the purpose of an email application is to view email messages, 
see 1f3). See motivation above. 

10. Regarding claim 7, Srinivasan, Hickey, Srivastava, Malcom, and Wick disclosed 
the limitations, substantially as claimed, as described in claim 6, including wherein the 
email application comprises: a group email window providing the group email message 
for display; and a first-user email window providing the first-user email message for 
display (Srinivasan, Fig. 6, 1J3, Since the purpose of the email application of Srinivasan 
is to view email messages that are within specific folders, clearly, when the user opens 
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each of these folders/email message, a window for that folder/email message displays 
the messages). See motivation above. 

1 1 . Regarding claim 8, Srinivasan, Hickey, Srivastava, Malcom, and Wick disclosed 
the limitations, substantially as claimed, as described in claim 4, including: a second 
individual-user email folder accessible by a second user, the second user being a 
member of the predefined group (Srinivasan, 1f22, Srinivasan disclosed that a user may 
specify multiple users that he wishes to share folders with; therefore, in regards to Fig. 6 
multiple Jane Doe's may exist, having the same capabilities). See motivation above. 

12. Regarding claim 9, Srinivasan, Hickey, Srivastava, Malcom, and Wick disclosed 
the limitations, substantially as claimed, as described in claim 8 including wherein the 
email application is provides for display only the group email folder and the first 
individual-user email folder in response to being executed by the first user (Srinivasan, 
Fig. 6, Srinivasan disclosed Jane Doe's mailbox showing her inbox folder and the group 
folder named Ski Trip; 1f22, Srinivasan disclosed that a user may specify multiple users 
that he wishes to share folders with; therefore, in regards to Fig. 6 multiple Jane Doe's 
may exist, having the same capabilities, meaning each user has their own inbox that the 
other users cannot see, but they all have access to the Ski Trip folder). See motivation 
above. 
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13. Regarding claim 10, Srinivasan, Hickey, Srivastava, Malcom, and Wick disclosed 
the limitations, substantially as claimed, as described in claim 8, including wherein the 
email application is provides for display only the group email folder and the second 
individual-user email folder in response to being executed by the second user 
(Srinivasan, Fig. 6, Srinivasan disclosed Jane Doe's mailbox showing her inbox folder 
and the group folder named Ski Trip; ^22, Srinivasan disclosed that a user may specify 
multiple users that he wishes to share folders with; therefore, in regards to Fig. 6 
multiple Jane Doe's may exist, having the same capabilities, meaning each user has 
their own inbox that the other users cannot see, but they all have access to the Ski Trip 
folder). See motivation above. 

14. Regarding claim 12, Srinivasan, Hickey, Srivastava, Malcom, and Wick disclosed 
the limitations, substantially as claimed, as described in claim 11, including: 

displaying the first individual-user email folder and the group email folder using a 
single user interface (Srinivasan, Fig. 6, Srinivasan disclosed a single interface showing 
both folders). See motivation above. 

15. Regarding claim 13, Srinivasan, Hickey, Srivastava, Malcom, and Wick disclosed 
the limitations, substantially as claimed, as described in claim 1 , including: 

receiving a group email message directed to the members of the predefined 
group (Srinivasan, 1J21 , Srinivasan disclosed the ability to share the whole mailbox with 
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specified users. Therefore any email message that is addressed to the email address 
of the mailbox is directed to the specified users); 

receiving a first-user email message directed to the first user (Srinivasan, Fig. 6, 
Srinivasan disclosed Jane Doe having an inbox specifically for messages directed to 
her); 

displaying the group email message in a group email window; and displaying the 
first-user email message in a first-user email window (Srinivasan, Fig. 6, 1J3, Since the 
purpose of the email application of Srinivasan is to view email messages that are within 
specific folders, clearly, when the user opens each of these folders/email message, a 
window for that folder/email message displays the messages). See motivation above. 

16. Regarding claim 14, Srinivasan, Hickey, Srivastava, Malcom, and Wick disclosed 
the limitations, substantially as claimed, as described in claim 11, including: 

providing a second individual-user email folder accessible by a second user, the 
second user being a member of the predefined group (Srinivasan, Fig. 6, Srinivasan 
disclosed Jane Doe's mailbox showing her inbox folder and the group folder named Ski 
Trip; 1J22, Srinivasan disclosed that a user may specify multiple users that he wishes to 
share folders with; therefore, in regards to Fig. 6 multiple Jane Doe's may exist, having 
the same capabilities, meaning each user has their own inbox that the other users 
cannot see, but they all have access to the Ski Trip folder). See motivation above. 
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17. Regarding claim 15, Srinivasan, Hickey, Srivastava, Malcom, and Wick disclosed 
the limitations, substantially as claimed, as described in claim 14, including: 

receiving a group email message directed to the members of the predefined 
group (Srinivasan, lf21 , Srinivasan disclosed the ability to share the whole mailbox with 
specified users. Therefore any email message that is addressed to the email address 
of the mailbox is directed to the specified users); 

receiving a first-user email message directed to the first user (Srinivasan, Fig. 6, 
Srinivasan disclosed Jane Doe having an inbox specifically for messages directed to 
her); 

receiving a second-user email message directed to the second user (Srinivasan, 
Fig. 6, Srinivasan disclosed Jane Doe having an inbox specifically for messages 
directed to her; ^22, Srinivasan disclosed that a user may specify multiple users that he 
wishes to share folders with); 

displaying only the group email message and the first-user email message in 
response to an input by the first user (Srinivasan, Fig. 6, Srinivasan disclosed Jane 
Doe's mailbox showing her inbox folder and the group folder named Ski Trip). See 
motivation above. 

18. Regarding claim 16, Srinivasan, Hickey, Srivastava, Malcom, and Wick disclosed 
the limitations, substantially as claimed, as described in claim 14, including: 

receiving group email messages directed to the members of the predefined 
group (Srinivasan, 1f21 , Srinivasan disclosed the ability to share the whole mailbox with 
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specified users. Therefore any email message that is addressed to the email address 
of the mailbox is directed to the specified users); 

receiving first-user email messages directed to the first user (Srinivasan, Fig. 6, 
Srinivasan disclosed Jane Doe having an inbox specifically for messages directed to 
her); 

receiving second-user email messages directed to the second user (Srinivasan, 
Fig. 6, Srinivasan disclosed Jane Doe having an inbox specifically for messages 
directed to her; ]f22, Srinivasan disclosed that a user may specify multiple users that he 
wishes to share folders with); 

displaying only the group email messages and the first-user email messages in 
response to an input by the first user (Srinivasan, Fig. 6, Srinivasan disclosed Jane 
Doe's mailbox showing her inbox folder and the group folder named Ski Trip). See 
motivation above. 

19. Regarding claim 17, Srinivasan, Hickey, Srivastava, Malcom, and Wick disclosed 
the limitations, substantially as claimed, as described in claim 14, including: 

receiving group email messages directed to the members of the predefined 
group (Srinivasan, 1J21 , Srinivasan disclosed the ability to share the whole mailbox with 
specified users. Therefore any email message that is addressed to the email address 
of the mailbox is directed to the specified users); 
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receiving first-user email messages directed to the first user (Srinivasan, Fig. 6, 
Srinivasan disclosed Jane Doe having an inbox specifically for messages directed to 
her); 

receiving second-user email messages directed to the second user (Srinivasan, 
Fig. 6, Srinivasan disclosed Jane Doe having an inbox specifically for messages 
directed to her; lf22, Srinivasan disclosed that a user may specify multiple users that he 
wishes to share folders with); 

displaying only the group email messages and the second-user email messages 
in response to an input by the second user (Srinivasan, Fig. 6, Srinivasan disclosed 
Jane Doe's mailbox showing her inbox folder and the group folder named Ski Trip; ^22, 
Srinivasan disclosed that a user may specify multiple users that he wishes to share 
folders with). See motivation above. 

20. Regarding claim 18, Srinivasan, Hickey, Srivastava, Malcom, and Wick disclosed 
the limitations, substantially as claimed, as described in claim 1 . 

The combined teachings of Srinivasan, Hickey, Srivastava, Malcom, and Wick 
did not explicitly state wherein the client device stores a profile of the second user, the 
profile of the second user including email username and password and an instant 
messaging username and password. 

However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to allow multiple users to manage their accounts on the same 
computer, and therefore have the computer "remember" username/password 
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correspondence for each user, to thereby allow multiple family members, for example, 
to be provided with a way to access their accounts, without requiring each family 
member to have their own computer, thereby providing a more efficient and economical 
system that does not require spending money for multiple computers. 



Response to Amendment 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-18 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

For the convenience of Applicant, the Examiner provides the following in 
response to Applicant's arguments. 

The Applicant asserts that the combination of Srinivasan, Hickey, Srivastava, and 
Malcom did not teach the newly added limitation, "wherein an email message that is 
addressed to a plurality of individuals is copied for delivery to each corresponding 
individual-user email folder and separately handled by each of the corresponding 
individual-user email folders and wherein a message directed to the group is not copied 
for each member of the group and is handled only by the group email folder" 

Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

Srivastava explicitly disclosed that messages addressed to the user go into the 
user's personal folders, and messages addressed to the shared folder go into the 
shared folder (Srivastava, col. 4, lines 54-65). Srivatava further explicitly disclosed that 
only one copy is stored in the group email folder (col. 5, line 8). 
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Applicant has also amended the independent claims to include the limitation, 
"linking the email application with an instant messaging application where they are 
associated with a common account, wherein the system is configured to provide an 
interface that includes a single option to determine presence data for both the email 
application and the instant messaging application" . 

Applicant is suggested to review the Wick reference provided in the rejection. 

It is the Examiner's position that Applicant has not yet submitted claims drawn to 
limitations, which define the operation and apparatus of Applicant's disclosed invention 
in manner, which distinguishes over the prior art. 

Failure for Applicant to significantly narrow definition/scope of the claims and 
supply arguments commensurate in scope with the claims implies the Applicant intends 
broad interpretation be given to the claims. The Examiner has interpreted the claims 
with scope parallel to the Applicant in the response and reiterates the need for the 
Applicant to more clearly and distinctly define the claimed invention.
